as 1S Holinefs the Pope has fome time fince undertaken to drain the 

marfhesofPontini. Although, in ballads, they praife him for hav- 
ing fucceeded in an pre > which baflled the wealth and ingenuity of 
the ancient Romans, yet the work is. no farther advanced than to ren- 
der the Appian way praéticable, which has been for many years, in 
places, covered with water. To complete the work go millions more 
are wanting, as well as at leaft 20000 perfons, ofa very different 
defcription from the beggars and fluggards that are now employed. If 
Indulgences had the fame credit now as formerly, it would be a good 
method, and a cheap one, to,forward the undertaking,” 

* The holy office of inquifition continues. very fa ie againft the 
French fettled, and coming here. _In confequence of its rigour they 
are every day leaving Rome, and in a {hort time there will only be 
thofe here whole arittocratic principles prevent fufpicjon. ‘The pre- 
tence for profcribing the patriotic French, is, that they are no other 
than miflionaries of French revolution principles, People of under- 
flanding, however, are convinced. that the patriotic principles of the 
French will diffeminate imperceptibly.

MADRID, April 25: 

It may be fet down as acertainty that Spain will not join the ene- 
mies of France in any war againit her. As to the Swils regiments 
which were to have been taken into the pay of Spain, the new iminif- 
ter has declared them unneceffary, and has given orders to break off all 
negociation on this fubjeét. It may be proper to remark that the 
Court of Spain was in this temper previous to the news arriving of ihe 
affaflination of the King of Sweden. This bafe attion, which is evi- 
dently the work of a Swedifh ariftocracy, has confounded the Freach 
emigrants here, who have for fome days céafed tu ding in our ears, 
that ‘ a nobility is the fupportof athrone,” and that ‘* without nobil- 
ity there can be no monarchy,” and a thoufand other fimilar abfurdi- 
ties, which modern hiftory confutes in every paye. We perfuade our- 
delves here that it France is obliged to go to war, fhe will only have to 
eppole the Auftro-Pruflian league. In virtue of the family compatt 
fhe can demand from Spain both troops anda marine force, ‘The at- 
tachment of Spain to France may be confidered as firm as ever, now 
that they have a great and good charatter at the head of their govern- 
ment, whofe plans are pacific. In fhort, the Count d’Aranda 1s too 
weil intormed of the a€tua! {tate of France, not to know that the peace 
of Spain depends upon. an acknowledgment of, and fupport of the new 
government of France.” :

/ South of ihe Ohio, dated the 6th of April 
“A NUMBER of the Creeks, and all the Chickamogga Indians, 

have, fome days fince, declared war againft the. fetticments of 
Cumberland, killed twenty-two, and took two prifoners. We are at 
alofs to know whether they will turn out on our frontiers or not. 
One of the Shawanefe has been lurking about the neighbourhood where 
Trefided for foie time, and (to fhew their natural propentficy to bar- 
barity) yeflerday, while I was attending general mufter, an exprefs 
came to town with the melancholly news of his having, within fifteen 
miles of this place, killed and fealped three childrén, The father of 
them was chafed a confiderable diftance, but efcaped. The mother 1s 
fuppofed to have been teken prifoner. 

‘“* This day a party fets offin purfuitofthem, The pedple of Cum- 
berland have fent to the Governour for affiftance. A full captain's 
company will march for that place on the otf. ‘The favage thiril ton 
blood feems diffufing itfelf generally. I fear the confequences to us 
will be beyond conception great, and our army too late to redrefs the 
fufferings of an helplefs people.”

Aletter from England fays, ‘* The affination of the King of Sweden 
has ftruck an alarm into feveral European fovereigns, almoft incredi- 
ble; and the fportive f{pirit of the times feems difpofed to jelta good 
deal with royal credulity. The Emprefs of all tne Ruffias has thut 
herfelf up in the interior of her palace. The King of Pruffia has been 
nearly mad in confequence of a Roffecrufian vifion. The Stadtholder 
of Holland is oppofed by his own fon, and receives daily letters not to 
appear at fuch and fuch places, if he values His life ; and even our own 
dear King, whom God long preferve with all his faults, has received 
a letter warning him net togo to the Tottenham-ftreet concert, for 
there were Facobins even in England.”

BRITISH NAVY. 

Notwithftanding the fituation of England, which has laid her under 
the neceflity from time immemorial to have recourfe toa navy for fup- 
port, her marine was very contemptible in former times. Every ma- 
ritime town was then obliged to furnifh a certaim number of veffels in 
time of war, and thefe which were always merchantmen, were filled 
with foldiets. The city of London fitted out twenty-five vefiels, con- 
taining fix hundred and fixty to en, to aflift Edward III. in the cor- 
quelt of France. ‘The epoch df the Englifh marine was the reign of 
Elizabeth’; and fince that time it has increaled to the aftonifhing degree 
of greatnefs and perfe@tion, which it has attained in our days. At the 
end ofthe American war, it-confiffed of three hundred and forty-fix 
fhips, preat and {inall, Some’ of thefe carried one thoufand feamen ; 
every one of whom cof thé government four pounds per month. 


BOS Tt ON, Friday, Aucyst 3, 1792.

manner, as to render it problematical, whether the fettlement will not 
be broken up. 

We learn from North-Carolina, that a fire broke out in the town of 
Wathington, on Wednefday, the 27th ult. which burnt nearly half the 
town ; the lofs in houfes, goods, &c, is faid to be very confiderable.

Thi reft, about 201n 
number, got on fhore in their boat, with nothing bud the.clothes they had

“1 wifh every Captain who navigates in this part of the Atlantic had 
a proper idea of the extent and danger of thefe rocks. Were I a merchant, 
er underwriter, my Captain fhould enter tuto articles never to carry fat 
by night in this latitude; the gulph jlream ts variable and irregular, 

wand there is no trufling to calculation of longrtude. Thefe unfortu- 
nate people [apposed they were 80 leagues to the weffvard. Thofe who 
vefcaped have: been treated 4 his Excellency Gov. Hamilton, with that 
humanity and hindge/s,qwhich endear him to all who fall within the 
phere. of his benevolence.”
